e r are of no profit to him. 
To correct som e of the evils that 
now exist in the school the s ta te board 
of health yesterday approved a bill 
which will Im* presented at the* next 
session of the legislature, and which 
has for Its ultim ate purpose the sta­ 
tioning of a plA 
ciao in tm > school, 
who will be as m uch a p a rt of loc 
m akeup of the school system as is 
the principal and teacher. 
In explanation of the bill, Dr. Probat 
stated that eventually a new specialty 
In m edicine will re su lt lf th e provis­ 
ions of the proposed law- are carried 
o u t according to its spirit.' 
It w-lil 
mean, he said, th a t the physician in 
future will m a k e a specialty of school 
ygienica, as welt a s acquire a m ore 
intim ate knowledge of the child. 
The proponed new law contem plates 
exam ination of each child In the 
public school* by tho teacher, who 
ill m ak‘ 
Individual tests for sight 
hearing and breathing. 
T h e 
state 
board of health will prescribe the dJ 
rectkm* for m aking these tests and 
xaminations. 
The hill fu rth er provides that the 
board of education of each city shall, 
end the board of education of villages 
end township* m ay, appoint one or 
m ore physician* to whom 
shall be 
referred every pupil who re tu rn s to 
school after being ab sen t because of 
sickness and every child who show s 
signs of being in Iii health o r who 
appears to be «uffering from a con 
taglous or an infectious disease. 
T hese scb#iol physician* 
will also 
give lecture* and 
instructions 
to 
teachers in physiology and hygiene 
and in the recognition of contagious 
and 
infectious diseases 
T h e sam e 
instruction* will also be im parted to 
the children lf th e ultim ate purpos 
of the bill I* fulfilled. 
Another bill which the board ap­ 
proved yesterday is on** authorizing 
to establish a bureau for the pre 
ntion of Infectious and contagious 
diseases and the api»ointment of <M# 
riot medical Inspector* who will Yak 
harge in localities w here local health 
official* are e ith e r n o t able o r not 
willing to carry ou t the full provis­ 
ion* of th e s ta te health laws.
